HARVEST, with species examined as tobacco. Now, we have only wheat, PRE-HARVEST. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claiml-15, 17,23-26 stand withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention.
